A scheme  of  augmentation  is  in  hand,  and  it  is  hoped  it  will  be 
completed  at  an  early  date. 

Nothing  done  during  1938  though  shortage  in  autumn  acute.

Sewer  back  of  Nant  Terrace  and  Alma  Terrace  all  connected  except 
two,  and  these  should  be  compelled  to  connect  forthwith.

Pollution— Improving. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Has  considerably  improved.  Properly  constructed  bins  should  be 
used  for  every  household.  Trade  refuse  is  a source  of  considerable 
expense  particularly  offal.  The  Council  cannot  efficiently  deal  with 
this  matter  until  a public  abbatoir  has  been  erected.

Frequent  surprise  visits  are  made.

As  they  are  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Council  they  are  under  continued  supervision  of 
their  Clerk  of  Works.  The  school  yards  have  been  improved.

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  1938  under  the  Public  Heath 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925  (relating  to  persons 
employed  in  the  Milk  trade),  or  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health 
Act.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Owing  to  the  National  Emergency,  the  question  of  augmenting  the 
Town  Water  Supply  has  had  to  be  deferred.  The  Council,  however  is 
considering  a temporary  scheme  to  tide  over  the  emergency. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  scheme  for  improving  the  Town  Sewers,  in  order  to  prevent  flooding 
at  low  levels  has  now  been  completed. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  work  of  Scavenging  is  now  being  extended  to  the  rural  parts 
of  the  district. 

OVERCROWDING. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  was  relieved  during  the  year. 

HOUSING. 

The  scheme  for  erecting  50  new  houses  under  te  Housing  Act  1936, 
has  been  deferred. 

DISINFECTION. 

The  number  of  premises  disinfected  were  15.  This  figure  includes 
disinfection  after  tuberculosis.  In  the  latter  cases,  bedding  also  was  sent 
to  the  local  Sanatorium  for  disinfection. 

INSPECTION  OF  AREAS. 

The  number  of  general  inspections  was  120.  This  figure  includes 
the  inspection  of  Slaughter  Houses.  Two  preliminary  notices  were  sent 
and  these  were  complied  with.  Where  necessary,  personal  representations 
were  made,  and  these  also  resulted  satisfactorilv.
